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Grid Redmen playoff history

With the Redmen set to do 
battle on Saturday at Queen's, 
The Dally decided to look back 
on previous McGill football 
teams and see how they fared 
and who the Interesting per- 
sonalities of the time were. 
Here is an abbreviated history 
of the Redmen's glory years.

—On Nov. 21, McGIII won 
the Yates Cup, emblematic of 
the Canadian championship, 
9-0 over Western on NINE 
single points. 

—The Daily was so overcome 
by the victory that it dedicated 
Its Nov. 23 issue to the Senior > 
football team for bringing the 
school closer together.
